WASHINGTON. June 25 IJR — 
President Eisenhower and Prim e 
Minister Churchill today began a 
round of momentous conferences 
aimed at ending a grave Ameri- 
can-Brit.sh split on the best way 
to cope with aggressive commie 
nism. 
But before getting down to the 
touchy subject of Red expansion 
in Southeast Asia, the two leaders 
talked 
over plans 
to 
exchange 
atomic information and add Ger­ 
man manpower to European de­ 
fenses against communism. 
They apparently decided to de­ 
lay until tomorrow any detailed 
discussions of their sharply con­ 
flicting Far Eastern policies. The

lem by signing a nonaggression 
pact with the Reds.

A Question Of Ethics 


In a free society, governm ent is an instrum ent of the 
people to perform such tasks as they choose to do in 
com m on. LTndcr our Constitution, the F ederal G overnm ent 
Is perm itted to perform limited duties, but all rights a re 


stipulated as belonging to the States and the people thereof. 
T he F e d eral G overnm ent m ay not lawfully expand its 
authority o r the tasks which it is designated to undertake. 
A constitutional am en d m en t m ay increase the F ederal 
responsibility, but such an am endm ent can only be passed 


by the consent of the States. 


In a word, the A m erican Constitution recognizes the 


peril to the people in m tautly centralized governm ent. 
While the term , police state, was unknown to the Founding 
F a th ers, the concept w-as clear to them and is duly 
described in the D eclaration of Independence in the fol­ 


lowing clauses in which is stated the attitude of G eorge III 
to the rights of the people in the A m erican Colonies: 


“ Ile has obstructed the administration of justice. 


by refuslnf his assent Pi law# for establishing judiciary 


powers. 
“ Ile has made judges dependent on his will alone, 
for the tenure of their offices, and the amount and 


paym ent of their salaries. 
“ Ile has erected a multitude of new offices, and 
aent hither sw arm s of officers to harass our people 
and eat out their substance . . . 
“ He has affected to render the military indepen­ 
dent of, and auperior to, the civil power.” 


In the recent McCarthy-Stevens hearings the ethical 
question of monitored telephone calls arose. It was ad m it­ 
ted that such telephone calls w ere illegal and it took the 
C om m ittee weeks to have these calls adm itted in evidence 
by consent of the parties concerned. The m orals of the 
Issue are m ore im portant than the legalities. The a ssu m p ­ 
tion m ust be th a t an A m erican citizen is free to address 
an official of his governm ent without fear or dam ag e. 
T he Right of Petition is stipulated in the F irst A m end­ 
m en t to the Constitution, and while this right relates to 
“ a redress of grievances,” the natu re of the grievances 
Is not stated. 


The 
telephone 
had 
not 
been 
invented 
when 
the 
Constitution was signed and correspondence w as w ritten 
by quill pens. With the w idespread use of the telephone, 
citizens m a y speak to their officials by m eans of this 
Instrum ent. Along with the telephone have come a nu m b er 
of devices for placing an unknown, unannounced witness 
to a conversation, in which instance only one of the parties 
is cognizant of the presence of the witness. 
It is also 
possible to tap the telephone w ires by m echanical devices, 
in which instance neither of the parties to the conversation 
m a y know that a witness is present. 
It is also possible 
to record a telephone conversation for perm an ent refer­ 
ence. This is illegal unless a beep is provided which is 
sounded a t regu lar intervals so that both parties m a y 
know that they are being monitored. 
No distinction can 
be m ade in ethics or in law between the use of a m echani­ 
cal device or a hum an being to monitor telephone calls. 


What such a recording m eans is that the casual 
word. spoken without caution, may be recalled months 
or years later when the party who did not monitor the 
rail m ay not rem em ber that It ever took place. Now 
that the hearings are over. I can cite this exam ple: 
John Adams, counsel to the Secretary of the Army, 
who did not monitor his rails to me. says that he 
spoke to me on February 5. 12, and 16. I only recall 
that he telephoned to me on February 16 but must 
assum e that he made the other calls because he 
said so.

E d e n ’s add ress as it was read by 
m ost of the M em bers of the Con­ 
gress of the United States, no one 
has ever called attention to such a 
destructive utterance before. 
Probably nobody will be m ore 
surprised than Mr. Eden to learn 
of this reaction. 
F or the British 
leaders, like our own. usually have 
their eyes fixed on w hat their own 
constituency wants to h ear and do 
not alw ays tak e into account how 
their words m ight sound to persons 
overseas. 
The 
difficulty 
is 
not 
personal 
—it is a m a tte r of national differ­ 
ences. The gad truth is that the 
popular sentim ent in G reat Britain 
is against firm ness in dealing with 
the Com m unists and now leans to­ 
w ard m aking a deal with Moscow 
despite the tragic record of vio­ 
lated pledges and non-cooperation 
which has characterized the Soviet 
policy since the close of World War 
II 
Tribute Shocking 
It com es as a bit of a shock to 
the A m erican sense of morality, if 
not to the principle of consistency 
In 
international 
affairs, 
to read 
such glowing tributes rendered by 
Mr. 
Eden 
to Chou 
En-Lai, 
the 
P rem ie r of Red China and Foreign 
M inister Molotov of Soviet Russia 
on their work at the Geneva con­ 
ference, and to note the studied 
omission of any reference to the 
U S. S ecretary of Sthte, John Fos­ 
te r Dulles, who spent a consider­ 
able tim e with the British Foreign 
S ecretary in the opening days of 
the conference trying to im press 
upon him the A m erican viewpoint. 
Also, it is depressing to find* the 
Foreign S ecretary brushing off al­ 
together any mention of the ter­ 
rible crim e of the Red China gov­ 


ern m ent in com m itting a flagrant 
act of aggression in Korea, which 
w as condemned by a form al reso­ 
lution of the United Nations. 
W hat Mr, Eden has forgotten is
